ut off from eyes and ears of men z 
and more ſeldome frequent their 
Churches, except in time of Paſs- 
over, or Eaſter, and on Fridays; 
which days from Mabomet's Tra- 
ditions, for diftin&ion and imitation, 
they almoſt reſpe& as much as Jews 
their Sabbaths, or Chriſtians che 
Lords day. They pray from nine a 
clock at night till ewelve: and in 
their praying, their bodies are ever 
in great motion and agitation ; 
wherewith chey marvdouſly affli& 


' themſelves with loud cryings and 


fierce ejaculations ; ſo as oftentimes, 
D 2 their 
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their ſtrengths and ſpirics faili 
they fink-unto the ground ; andif it 
happen , 7 of them conceive her 
ſelf with childe, ſhe then affures her 
ſelf that pre roceeds from 
the favour of the Holy Spirit 3 and 
when delivered, the Infants born 
are called, Scnr, or Souls of the Holy 
Ghoſt, This bath been related to 
me from their hand-maids ; for I, 
noreverany man elſe were preſent 
at that ſpefacle. Armens devotions 
I have been often preſent with my 
Maſter ; whoſe cuſtomes are in man- 
ner following : in their prayers they 
ne'er take off (their Turbants) cove- 
rings of their heads, but with the 
tops of their fingers genely touch 
them, in token of taking them off; 
they fall upon their knees and often 

kiG the ground : they hold it for 

great wickedneſs, to have a Chriſti» 
an preſent at their myſteries; for 
they believetheir Churches (as they 
kay) to he polluted by men unvaſh- 

z and that Chriſtians uſe not ſuch 

Lavatories. Every Church in Turk y 

hath a peculiar place for Baths _ 

waſh- 
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the Turkiſh Empire, 
walbings, wich lodgings for a Prieſt. 
Now here the Pt Henk his Pul-- 
pit(reads a piece of the Alcoran,and 
ſonetimes expounds it) and there 

preaches about two hours ; his Ser- 
mon ended, two boys come up to 
him , who pronounce their prayers 
lnging with reſponſals 3 which Songs 
being ended, the Prieſt with the: 
whole People in a low voice, beating 
upon their tides, repeat theſe words, 
There is but one God; which for the:

epart. But this manner of prayers 
and ceremonies of preathmg and 
ſinging, are not done every day, un- 
leſs in time of Lene, Feſtivals, ſome 
Sundays ; and moſt obſerve the Fri- 
days for religious worſhip. 


They keep their Lent by faſting of tir 
one Moneth and one Week every Lent. 


Year ; but not always the ſame : for 
if this Year they faſt out Farnary, 
the next they faſt out February, and 
keepon that courſe ; ſoas in twelve 
Years (pace, they dedicate to God 
(in lieu of tenths) one Year and 
twelve Weeks. Travellers and ſick 

D 3 Per- 
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Perſons are excuſed fron preſent 
faſtmgs; but are injoyned to ſupply 
it, by faſting ſo many days at other 
times. When they faſt, all that Day 
they taſte nothing, not ſo much as 
Bread or Water; then the Stars ap- 
7earing, it is Jawful for them to eat 
of all things which are not ſtrangled, 
or Hoggs-fleſh, which they eſteen as 
Carrion, moſt unclean, Their Lent 
being paſt, they obſerve Eaſter for 
three days, with great ſolemnity, a- 
noynting the Nails of their Feet and 
Fingers with an Oy] which they call 
Chna , which makes thoſe Nails to 
ſhine like Gold ; and with the fame, 
they ſometimes ſtain or colour the 
Hoofs and Tails of Horſes. This 
Tinure holds very long, and can 
hardly be wip'd away: fo as until 
new Nails thruſt oue the old, they 
11! retain that dye; but Nails of 
the Hand, by frequene waſhing , a» 
bate in time. Women do not onely 
anoynt the Nails , but their whole 
Hands and Feet alſo wich that 
Oyl.

the new-born arrive at. the age of 
ſeven or eight years, and be of per- 
ſet ſpeech : the myſtery whereof, 
is from the words of confeſſion re- 
quired before Circumeitton, which 
are ſome of thoſe ſentences afore- 


mentioned in their Churches, which : 


they repeat, and give affenc thereto, 
by holding up the Thamb- of - the 
Right-hand. The- Youth is not 
for this myſtery brought unto their 
Church, but is Circumciſed in his 
Parents Honſe, 1 heve- been often 
prefent-at this ſolemnity , which is 
performed in manner following : 
firſt, the friends are all invited coa 
feaſt, ſufficiently furniſhed with all 
forts of delicate fleſh , lawful for 
them to eat; and almoſt every 
where, eſpecially amongſt the weal- 
thier ſort, 2n Ot is killed, bowelled 
and flayed; in the body whereof, 
they include a Sheep; and in thar 
Sheep,a Hen ; and in her, an Egge 3 
all which are entirely roaſted toge- 


ther, for the folemnity and ſplendor 
D 4 of 


Circumciſe not on the Of their 
eighth day as the Fews do, but when Circamciſſ 
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of that day. Then in their Feaſt and 
time of Supper, the Boy that is to be 
circumciſed, is brought to a Phyli- 
tian $killfil in that Art, who fixing 
between a pair of pinchers the fore- 
skin of his privie Member , to pre» 
vent all fear in the Boy , he telleth 
him that the next day he will Cir- 
cumciſe him, and fo departs ; but 
preſently feigning to have omitted 
ſomething appertaining to this pre» 
paration, on a ſudden he cutteth off 
the fore-skin, applying thereunto a 
lictle ſalt and bombace ; and then he 
is called a Myſſe/man, that is,one Cir- 
cumciſed. Yet their Names are gt- 
ven the day of their Nativity, not 
Circumciſion, After continuance 
of this Feaſt for three days, the Boy 
with great pompe and fſolemnity is 
accompanied co the Bathes ; and be- 
ing returned to his Houſe, he is 
brought before the Gueſts , and by 
them preſented with gifts prepared 
for him 3 ſome give Silver, Silken 
Veltments ; ſome Silver Cups ; 0» 
thers, Money, and ſometimes Horſe. 
Women preſent him likewiſe, ſome 
with 


eaſt and

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with'Shirts, Handkerchers, and (ch: 
like, according to the ſeveral plea-- 
ſures and abilities of the Gueſts. 
Women are not circumciſed, onely 
they confe(s the aforeſaid words, and 
ſo made Maſſelmen., And if any 
Chriſtian voluntarily confe(s a Faith 
in Mibomet, and ſuffers Circumcifi- 
on, (which.often happens by che hea- 

vy yoke and burthen of their Tri- 
bute) this Man isled chrongh all.che: 
Streecs and open places of the City, 

to the great joy and honour of the 

people, with acclamations and ring-- 
ing of Bells: him alſo they preſence 
with gifts, and after free him from 

all Tribute. For covetouſneſs of: 
this profie, many Greeks and Albanes- 
become circumciſed.

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Their great Mufty (as the Pope 
among C atholicks) cannot erre, and 
33 the higheſt Miniſter of ail Religi- 
ous and Lay Perſons: an Officer of 
great power and truſt:- his conclu- 
tions and fentences in State and 
Church-affairs, are irrevocable , and 
his perſon held in moſt eſteem and 
reverence next the Emperour : his 
habit moſt in green, being Mabo- 
met*'s colour. There is (mall ditfe- 
rence between their other Prieſts and 
Lay-men, nor much from the Go- 
vernours of Ceremonies ( ſuch as 
our Byops are) neither 1s much 


learning required from them: it is | 


ſathcient, if they can read the 4 L- 
CORAN and MUSS APH; 

e they that can interpret on the 

ext, are eſteemed moſt learned,be- 
canſe the Traditions of Mabomet are 
written in the Arabich, not valgar 
Twrkiſh Charafter z and they hold it 
for moſt Amy , to have them 
interprered in the vulgar Language. 
Theſe Prieſts and Corene —- 
ele&ed by the People; bne their re- 
wards and ſtipends for their labours, 
are 
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are paid by the King. They have 
Wives, and Habits like Seculars : and 
if their ſtipends be not ſufficient to 
maintain the number of their Chil- 
dren , they otherwiſe ſupply them- 
ſelves by Handicrafts and Trades, or 
what elſe befits a . free-man ; as 
teaching Schools,tranſcribing Books, 
&ec. lne'ercouid fee amonglt them 
any Printers; bur Paper is there ve- 
ry well made. Some make profic 
one way, ſome another, as Taylors, 
Shooe-makers, © c. 

They have likewiſe Monks of (e- 
veral Orders ; but chiefly of theſe 
three: the firſt have no propriety in 
any thing; they go almoſt wholly

naked, faving their privities covered . 


with a Sheep's skin, and in cold wea- 
ther they uſe the like to cover their 
backs ; their fides ,- their feee and 
hands are never covered..

having eaten- an. Herb called Ma- 
ſlach, are poſleſt wich a kinde of fury

heads, hands and breſts, the ſpunge 
or muſhrooms of old Trees light 
burning, and not remove them till 
they are reduced to aſhes. Anos 
cher Order I have (een, whogo with 
their privy part bor'd thorow, and a 
Ring included therein of the weight 
of three pound ; and this to pre- 
ſerve chaftity, The chird Order is 
rarely ſeen abroad; but rerain both 
day and night in Churches, -where 
within ſome little Angles they have 
ſmall Cabins, no ſhooes, veſtments, 
or coverings of the head, wearing 
aothing but one ſhirt: their exer- 
ciſe is faſting and prayers, that God 
would reveal things future to them. 
With this ſort of Mooks, the King 
of Turks uſually conſults, when be 
intends a motion on expedition to 
War. 

They give ſo much reſpe& to 
Mabcmets Traditions and Statutes, 
that, not onely they never blaſpheme 
GOD or his Prophet ; ( which a«

A Narration of a diſpute 
with a Turk. 


Fter I had eravelled with much 


labour and many davgers the 
bet- 
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better parts of the world, and (een 
many vleafant Towns and Countries, 
as Socrates, Pluto, and other Phi« 
loſophers had-diligently donez at 
length 1 arrived at the famous Ci- 
ty of Hungary, Varadinum , where 
by chance I met one Dervis Ofielebs, 
a 8kilfn] man in the Laws of Mabe 
met 5 Who having diſpatched his 
bufine& with the Governour, he ves 
ry mich defired conference with 
ſome Chriſtian about Religion on ei- 
ther fide. This motion of his being 
publiſhed by an Interpreter,and none 
for divers days appearing to encouns 
ter him, in defence of the Chriſtian 
cauſe, though many Religious pers 
fons werem that Town,(ftruck mute 
and ſpeechleſs at the courage of one 
Ethnick Infidel) who ſeemed to me 
like [{r4e];tes , that durſt not advens 
ture On one uncircumciſed Goliab, 
provoking them. This 1 perceiving, 
and grieving in my ſpirit, that in ſuch 
plenty of Clerks and learned men, 
none was ſo well armed with Truth 
as durſt (though by Interpreters) 
reprove the inſolence of ſuch an Hea- 
then 


ſeeme 
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then 3 and fearing that ſo wicked 
and deteſiable a ſilence; in- ſo good 
»Cauſe, with fo bad a Man, wou!d 
betray the Truth, and render our 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt's Opinion with 
hin more ignominious; I my ſelf, 
thongh never called co Eccletiaſtical 
FunGion, undertook the charge of 
arguing this point of Piety with him; 
and ſo a prefixed day was agreed on 
between usz when multcudes of 
people of each Religion , came as 
Speftators of the evene. The place 
wes in a-Monaſtery of Franciſcans ; 
the day, Whitſon-Sunday, day of 
Pentecoſt ; where he moved tome 
fyſt this Queſtion : Where God bad 
bis being , before the Heavens and 
Earth, and therein all things elſe were 
ereared 7 Which Queſtion, though ic 
ſeemed to me not much pertinent to 
our purpoſe, yet leſt he ſhould ima» 
gne us ignorant of our great God's 
univerſal preſence,l aid, He then was 
m his own being. Bute when that 
ſeemed to him ſomewhat obſcure, 
and that he did not ſufficiently un- 
derſtand it, I then cold him, He was 
where 
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where he now is. Which he under. 
ſtanding, denied in the general, and 
ſaid, Not ſo; but that be then was in 
a bright cloud. Which , when he 
earneſtly affirmed, I quoted Geneſis; 
(for they alſoread the books of Ms. 
ſes, and the Prophets) and faid , If 
God were in a Cloud, before the 
Fonndation of Heaven and Earth, 
then that Cloud muſt be created be- 
fore them both: and upon further 
argunnent on this point, being at laſt 
conviged, he would difpute nofur- 
ther in it; but-gave me leave to pro- 
m_ ſome Q neſtion to him ; and 

r ſolemnity of that days ſake, 1 
thonghe fit toſay ſomething thereof; 
and _—_ theſe- words ( In the 
name of God, bis mercies, and the Spi» 
rit of them ) in their Alcoran, in the 
Arabian Tongue and'charatter , [ 
deſfiredhim to read them : The my- 
ſery- of the holy Trinity. Which 
when he had conſidered, and won- 
dred at; he ſaid , Chriſtian, from 
whence bad you this ? for in the begin» 
ning of all our attions, we Muſſelmen 
uſe theſe three wards, and prefix them

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30 every.Chapter of our Alcoranz when 


we ſit down to eat, when we go to pray» 
ers, when we waſh our bands, cr other 
parts of our bodies, theſe words we firjt 
pronounce ; and theſe ations finiſhed, 
pe ſprinkle our beads with water, and 


"repeat theſe words , In the Name of 


God, his Mercies, and the Spiric of 
them. When thus he had confeſſed 
the Trath , 1 defired to underſtand 


from him what he meant by the 


word Mercies : who replied, He un- 
derftood it litcraly, without other ſigni- 
fication. Thea l applied my elf to 
the myſtical Interpretation, and di- 
vided it according to Truth into 
three Perſons, the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, and ſhewed 
them written in the Arabick tongue. 
And when he aw I had mentioned 
the Son of God, he queſtion'd, How 
God could bave a Son? ſince according 
to their Law, and Dodrine of Maho- 
met, God bad neitber Wife nor Childe. 
To whom 1 anſwered, according to 
my weak underſtanding and capaci- 
o We Chriſtians call God the Fa- 
ther, for hus Creatures ſake, being 

e 
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the firſt creating Cauſe , and fo% 
Preferver of all created , who was 
for ever in the ſame Eflence he now 
isin, and will be for Eternity ; andis 
the firſt Perſon in the Trinity. We 
believe the Son , (who by Mahomet 
in the Arabick phraſe is called Rahs 
man, and fignifieth Mercies,fo chang- 
ed by him) to be likewiſe God, not 
according to fleſh ( for God is a Spi- 
rit) born of a Woman ; but of the 
Eſſence and ſubſtance of God Omni 
potent, begottten by God the Fa- 
ther, to put away the fins of the 
World, and ſotook humane fleſh, 
by the Holy Virgin Mary, ſuffered 
for us, died, and was buried, and ac- 
cording to the ſayings of the Pro» 
phees aroſe again the third day, and 
aſcended into Heaven, and fitterh at 
the right hand of God the Father, 
there to judge the quick and the 
dead, to render immortal happineſs 
eo thoſe that have faith in him, and 
to the unfaithful everlaſting puniſh- 
ment. 
Ithen _— him a Crucihx, 
and faid, Fehold this now, and ſee if

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Mabomet did unworthily call che Son 
ofthe eternal God by Name of Mer» 
ces, when with Arms thus ſtretched 
forth , he calls poor finners co his 
embraces, ſaying, Cope unto me. all 
yetbat labour , and are burthened with 
fins, and I will refreþ you. And to 
render him more- capable of the 
Trinity, I pointedto the Sun,faying, 
You: have a fair fimilitude here : as 
there is but one Snn, that hath form, 
heat and light ; fo there is but one 
God and Father, who hath Son, and 
the Holy Spirit, which you call 
Racabim , conſiſting of three Per- 
ſons equally of one ſubſtance , and 
from Eternity coexiſting. 
This compariſon wroughe in him 
abelief in God the Father, his onely 
tten Son, and the Holy Ghoſt ; 

And when he had 
heard my weak diſcourſes of God 
the Father, God the Son, and God 
the holy Ghoſt, he much admired, 
ſaying, O God, O God; 1 nor any of 
our Sefi, could ever imagine, you bad 
ſuch good thoughts of God ; for we 
conceive you live in darkneſs of under- 
* | ftanding 
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ſtanding : but by your relation,it ſeem 
you bave great apprebenſions : of bimy 
and-heliove well, if you did not neglelj 
oar great Propbet-of God , Mahomet 
I aid , what ſhall we do with the 
toys and dreams of Mabomet:? tor 
befides Baptiſm and the myſtery-df 
the Trinity , which were had from 
Chriſtians, we know the Alcoran cot 
tains nought that cends to truth.

Flied with an infinice and in- 
Kcredivle forrow (molt high and 
mighty Monarchs and Governors of 
Chrittian Comnion-weaſths) to ſee 
the {ad condition, and molt miſerable 
being of our Brethren undec the Tur- 
kiſh flavery; whereof ſome ſeduced 
from the boſome of our Church to 
heretical unhappineſs; others with 
civil.and hoſtile (word, ſlain, muc- 
dered, and calt to devouring beaſts ;
